Tue books reviewed this month were 

| selected with Christmas giving in 

; mind. There are children’s books and 

| books for adults, and they cover a 

| wide range of interests, from religion, 
art and history, to nature study, 
biography and fiction. 


| Year’s Pictorial History of the Bible 
| and Christianity (Year, Inc., $7.95). 
| With 1,000 pictures and 125,000 words, 
this giant volume traces the history of 
religion through the ages. The illus- 
trations include famous works of art, 
sketches by unknown artists (chosen 
for their historical accuracy) and 
photographs. In addition to graphically 
depicting the growth of Judaism and 
Christianity, the book briefly covers 
all of the other great religions of the 
world, ancient and modern. The vol- 
ume is endorsed by leaders of every 
major denomination. 


| 


Life on the Texas Range, photographs 
by Erwin E. Smith, text by J. Evetts 
Haley (University of Texas Press, 
$10.00). This splendid picture book is 
made up of some eighty photographs 
depicting the daily life of the Texas 
cowboy at the beginning of the cen- 
tury. The photographs were made un- 
der difficult conditions, yet the com- 
position and quality are remarkably 
good. And they are so vividly alive 
that one can almost smell the dust of 
the, round-up. The prints reproduced 
in this book were made by Mr. Smith 
for the Texas Centennial celebration in 
1936 and are now part of a permanent 
display in the Texas Memorial Museum. 
This is a notable volume of Texiana 
and an outstanding example of the 
bookmaker’s art. 


Thirty-One Brothers and Sisters, by 
Reba Paeff Mirsky (Wilcox and Fol- 
lett, $2.95). Boys and girls age nine and 
up will enjoy this illustrated story of a 
little Zulu girl and her family. The 
author writes of the primitive South 
Africans with sympathy and under- 
standing, and young readers will find 
considerable excitement in her descrip- 
tions of elephant hunts and other en- 
counters with wild animals. The book 
is the winner of the $3,000 Charles W. 
Follett prize for a “worthy contribution 
to children’s literature.” 


Divided We Fought: A Pictorial His- 
tory of the War 1861-1865, edited by 
| David Donald, Hirst Milhollen, Milton 
| Kaplan and Hulen Stuart (Macmillan, 
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$10.00). It is rather startling to realize 
that the War Between the States was 
the best photographed war in history, 
surpassing even World Wars I and II. 
From the thousands of photographs and 
drawings still available, the editors 
have selected over 500 which cover 
every phase of the conflict. The pic- 
tures were chosen on the basis of dra- 
matic interest, importance and artistic 
quality and, with the comprehensive 
captions, make a remarkably effective 
history book. Both the Confederate 
and the Union sides of the war are 
covered, and the editors (all South- 
erners) have taken particular care to 
have the South (which had few pho- 
tographers) adequately represented. 
This is a handsome and important book. 


All Kinds of Cats, edited and with 
photographs by Walter Chandoha 
(Knopf, $3.00). Over 100 striking cat 
studies by a famous animal photog- 
rapher are reproduced in this fascinat- 
ing book. As the title suggests, the 
subjects range from impish kittens 
(alley variety) to regal show cats. The 
pictures are tied together with a pleas- 
ant but rather juvenile miscellany of 
poems, legends and incidental informa- 
tion about cats. 


Hunter, by J. A. Hunter (Harper, 
$3.50), is the autobiography of one of 
the greatest of Africa’s professional 
white hunters. There isn’t a dull page 
in the book, which is not surprising, 
since in over 40 years of big game 
hunting the author had many hair-rais- 
ing escapes and unusual experiences. 
The book is a “Harper Find’—as the 
publisher designates works which it 
considers outstanding—and is_ illus- 
trated with photographs. 


Currier and Ives’ America, edited by 
Colin Simkin (Crown, $10.00). The 
lithographers, Currier and Ives, were 
“great pictorial journalists,” to quote 
Mr. Simkin, and from the thousands of 
prints they produced, he has selected 
eighty which cover every important 
aspect of life in the United States in 
the mid-nineteenth century. These 
quaint, appealing prints are hardly 
works of art, but they are gems of 
Americana. The reproductions in this 
volume are large (12 by 16 inches), 
unbacked and suitable for framing. 


The Best Thing That Ever Happened, 
by Warren Leslie (McGraw-Hill, 
$3.50). This impressive first novel by a 
young New Yorker recently trans- 
planted to Texas is a beautifully writ- 
ten and poignant tale of spiritual re- 
generation. With warmth and insight, 
the author tells the story of a wealthy, 
effete young Easterner who deserts a 
Marine Corps training camp in the 
South during the last war. Soon after-

HISTORIC CHURCHES 
OF THE SOUTH 





Midway Church 


Liberty County. Georgia 


Tue 


ancient moss-hung live oaks 
which spread their branches protec- 
tively over Midway Church form a 
singularly appropriate setting for this 
venerable building. Church records 
show that—literally and symbolically 
—trees have played an important role 
in the history of Georgia’s first Con- 
gregational church. 

Old Midway’s walls, standing since 
1792, may be said to symbolize the 
sturdy qualities of the church’s Puritan 
builders who, wishing to use the “best 
wood,” chose cypress, which they con- 
sidered “the wood eternal.” And, as 
often happens with trees, the organiza- 
tion’s root-stock was transplanted many 
before it settled in its perma- 
nent location. 

The stout beams of a wooden ship 
formed the church’s first sanctuary. 
For a group of Congregationalists, leav- 
ing the strict church laws and the re- 
ligious upheavals of seventeenth-cen- 
tury England behind them, chartered 
the ship Mary and John to take them 
to the New World, and during the 70- 
day voyage they heard the word of 
God expounded daily by their pastors. 

The group arrived at Nantasket, 
Massachusetts, in March 1630 and laid 
out a settlement which they called 
Dorchester for their old home in Eng- 
land. Five years later, however, the 
group moved to Windsor, Connecticut, 
and there they stayed for sixty years. 
In 1695, they turned southward in 
search of better land and a more agree-

a lot of her housework done with only 
brief time out for baby tending. Plac- 
ing a few toys within the baby’s reach 
will help to keep him occupied. And 
this brings us back to our starting point 
—the kind of toys to get for him. 

For the first few weeks after birth, 
he won’t need any at all, for Nature 
has equipped him with more fascinat- 
ing playthings—a full set of fingers and 
toes, arms and legs. His attempts to 
get these various portions of his anat- 
omy into his mouth will occupy many 
of his waking hours. 

But eventually his interests. will 
broaden and he’ll be ready for his first 
toy, which is usually a rattle. He won’t 
be able to hold it at first, but he’ll en- 
joy taking a crack at it, if it is hung 
within reach of his waving arms and 
legs. By the time he is able to grasp it, 
he’ll want other things to spar with, 
for in these early days nothing holds 
his interest long. What shall we offer 
him next? 

Perhaps the best way to approach 
this problem is to set up a few general 
standards. First, any toy for the young 
baby must be small enough for him to 
grasp, but too large for him to swallow, 
for he’s sure to put it in his mouth— 
that’s one of his ways of learning about 
things. It must be smooth—no sharp 
edges or points to cut or stick him. It 
should be reasonably unbreakable, with 
no parts—wheels, buttons or whatnot— 
that can be easily detached. It should 
be of material that can stand washing, 
though sterilization isn’t necessary. 

Just one other point, and one that is 
especially important if Dad is the kind 
who likes to improvise and has made 
some beads, blocks, or other knick- 
nacks for the baby. In painting these, 
strong colors such as red, yellow or 
bright blue are preferable to the cus- 
tomary pastels, for bright colors make 
a stronger bid for the child’s attention. 
But whatever color is used on toys or 
baby furniture, the paint should be 
lead-free, for lead is a poison and it is 
a foregone conclusion that the baby is 
going to chew on everything within his 
reach. Today, lead-free interior paints 
are the rule rather than the exception, 
but to be on the safe side, examine the 
label on any can you buy. 

The kitchen cupboard is an excellent 
source of toys. Pans, covers and large 
spoons seem to hold a special fascina- 
tion for the young child. The noise they 
make may not endear them to his 
elders, but it seems to be music to his 
young ears, and he never tires of 
banging them together and fitting one 
into another. 

We are not suggesting that fond 
parents deprive themselves of the 
pleasure of purchasing expensive toys 


for their baby. The time will come | 


soon enough when these will be wel- 


comed, but during the early months, | 


the simple, inexpensive articles are all 
that are really necessary. 


Don’t offer the baby too many toys 


at one time. Let him have one or two, 


and when he tires of them, replace | 
them with others. In a few days, the | 
first ones will be new to him again, so | 
it doesn’t take a great supply to pro- |

They settled on the Ash- 
ley River eighteen miles from Charles- 
ton and soon established a _ thriving 
community. This one, too, they named 


Dorchester. 
The final transplanting of this “Con- 
| gregational Society,” as they called 


themselves, came when “on Monday ye 
llth of May, anno 1752, three persons 
of our Society sett off... for Georgia, 
to view the lands there; and on Thurs- 
day, the 16th, arrived at Medway, the 
place proposed.” 

The other members of the society ar- 
rived in June and, as fellow “Protestant 


Dissenters,” were welcomed by the 
colonists already in the area. The 


group settled at the headwaters of the 
| Newport and Medway rivers, and for 
| a third time they named their settle- 
ment Dorchester. 

At first the congregation met in pri- 
vate homes; then for a while they 
gathered in a log hut. The Reverend 
John Osgood, who came to Georgia 
with the church, served as its first pas- 
tor and was one of a committee who 
determined the size and shape of the 
organization’s permanent building. 

This first building had its title vested 
in those signing the “Articles of the 
Society” and was, as the committee 
ordered, “36 by 44 feet from out to 
out.” The first service was held in the 
building on January 22, 1757, before 
the structure was completed. 

The congregation’s choice of location 
for the building proved to be an un- 
fortunate one, for it lay midway be- 
tween Savannah and Darien on a mili- 
tary road. To defend the road during 
the Revolution, the colonists cut down 
trees in the neighboring woods and 

| built a stockade around the church. 


This served as a pretext for the British 
forces to burn the building in Novem- 
1778.

It’s a lucky traveler who stops here during the holiday season, when towns- 


people and tourists alike join in celebrating a real Colonial Christmas

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A T CHRISTMAS, Williamsburg, Virginia. where 18th century America has 
been restored with the deepest affection, draws young and old. resident and 
tourist, into a fascinating round of holiday activity that has no counterpart 
in any other town or city in the country. Williamsburg is a functioning 20th 
century town, living and working in 18th century surroundings. Like any 
other community it has its Christmas celebrations. But unlike any other it has 
a story-book setting for them. 

The officials of Colonial Williamsburg. Inc.. the organization that man- 
ages the restoration made possible by the generosity of John D. Rockefeller. 
Jr.. throws open many of the handsome colonial buildings for the various 
Christmas events—some put on by the organization (Continued on next page) 
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is decked with the traditional

and some by the town. The Jaycees of Williamsburg coordinate all 
efforts and do the very considerable behind-the-scenes work. 
Scholars of old William and Mary College provide much of the his- 
torical data on colonial customs and ceremonials of the season. 

If you have ever thought of visiting Williamsburg in the winter, 
why not make the trip around Christmas when you can participate 
in the traditional holiday festivities? At this season, there is some- 
thing interesting going on every day. Some people return to Wil- 
liamsburg every year at this time, making reservations for the next 
year before they leave. 

In recent years my family, consisting of my husband, two teen- 
age daughters and myself, has joined this band of “regulars,” stop- 
ping over in Williamsburg on our Christmas trip to my old home. 
Gradually, the stop-over in Williamsburg has become a family tra- 
dition, for each time we do exactly the same things—by demand of 
the girls. And this goes to prove something I was rather slow to 
catch on to—that children like to repeat experiences. Perhaps all of 
us—children and adults—like the sense of sureness and knowledge- 
ability that goes with doing familiar things. 

At any rate, we time our visit so that we can be present at sun- 
down on the afternoon—usually December 20th—when the Christmas 
guns are fired on Market Square Green. A half-dozen sturdy guards- 
men in colonial dress march to the octagonal brick powder maga-

zine built in 1715, ready their muzzle-loading muskets, 
and at the command, “Fire!” send up a smoky volley. 

This signal, along with the ringing of the Bruton 
Parish Church bell that proclaimed the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, officially opens the season 
of “white lighting,” just as it did in the days of our 
forebears. 

While other towns string colored lights across their 
streets at Christmas, and garland their doorways with 
green and red and blue bulbs, Williamsburg clings to the 
old-style white lights. During the two weeks of “white 
lighting” every window in town—shop, exhibition build- 
ing or private home—is lighted by candles, most of them 
now électrified to eliminate fire hazards. The Christmas 
tree in Market Square Green sparkles with scores of 
white lights. 

After the firing of the Christmas guns, our family 
hurries to the Craft House to buy a bayberry candle be- 
fore the shop closes for the day. And no matter where 
we are on New Year’s Eve, we burn our candle, hand- 
dipped in the primitive scullery of the Governor’s Palace, 
to bring us good luck in the year ahead. 

At the Craft House we often find last-minute Christ- 
mas gifts—a Queen Anne trivet in brass, some letter 
paper watermarked with the coat of arms of George I, 
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an historical map of Tidewater Virginia, or a set of 
colonial paper dolls for a little girl. 

After making our purchases we stroll around the town 
in the dusk to look at the old buildings with candles 
winking in every window. Finally, we wind up the day 
with supper at Chowning’s Tavern on Duke of Gloucester 
Street, where we sit on highbacked settles and bask in 
the glow of an open fire. We order the twin specialties 
of the house, Brunswick Stew and hot spiced cider. 

That hot spiced cider is something our daughters will 
always associate with Williamsburg. They make it at 
home now, and serve it with melted cheese sandwiches 
Their teen-aged friends regard the aromatic drink as 
“very special” since it is not only delicious, but made 
according to an authentic colonial recipe 

Here is the recipe, copied from the mimeographed slip 
that the waiter at Chowning’s obligingly produced when 
we asked what went into the drink 


Josiah Chowning’s Hot Spiced Cider Punch 
(circa 1766) 

“Pour one quart of Apple Cider into a small Pan with 
three Cinnamon Sticks and the juice of one Lemon. Allow 
to simmer gently for one-half hour. Make a bag of

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On Christmas Day, at the door of his- 
toric Raleigh Tavern, costumed hosts 
and hostesses welcome all comers to 
the kind of hospitable public recep- 
tion often held here in colonial days. 


On Christmas Eve, as the Yule Log 
is ceremoniously brought in, guests 
at the Williamsburg Lodge touch the 
decorated log with sprigs of holly 
to bring them a year of good luck.

18th century music is presented in 
the Governor’s Palace. The scores 
of white candles which light the 
stately rooms on these occasions are 
hand-made in the old colonial fashion.

cheesecloth filled with one teaspoon of Nutmeg and one 
teaspoon of Cloves and drop into Apple Cider for a period 
suitable to your taste.” 


If we are lucky, a song leader in colonial dress will 
stroll in while we are in the tavern and start a Christmas 
carol. After some _ self-conscious throat-clearing, the 
diners join in, one by one, and soon the tavern is rock- 
ing with song. It is this informal group participation that 
makes many of the Christmas events at Williamsburg so 
enjoyable. 

Williamsburg’s Christmas program begins in the third 
week of December with pageants put on by the churches 
and schools, and the well-known Christmas concert by 
the chorus of The College of William and Mary. It closes 
on New Year’s Night with an exciting display of fire- 
works and a bonfire fed by discarded Christmas greens. 

As you may know, the custom of shooting off fire- 
works was brought to these shores by our English an- 
cestors, who staged pyrotechnical displays on days of 
national rejoicing. Perhaps it is because of our generally 
mild December weather, more congenial to outdoor ac- 
tivities, that the custom of using fireworks at Christmas 
has persisted in the South, while it soon disappeared from 
the New England colonies. 

The many musical events on Williamsburg’s Christmas 
program include the singing of Handel’s “Messiah” and 
evening organ concerts, presented in historic » Bruton 
Parish Church. All other Williamsburg churches present 
programs of carols and Nativity music. 

On many nights during the season carolers gather at 
the beautiful Wren Building built in 1695, the oldest 
academic building in the United States. Members of a 
local choral society, dressed in early American garb, form 
the nucleus of the various groups of townspeople and 
visitors that set out from the Wren Building to stroll 
through the town and sing under candle-lighted windows. 
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The most picturesque of the Christmas musical events 
takes place twice during the season at the majestic Gov- 
ernor’s Palace. By the light of wax tapers flickering in 
the crystal chandeliers, a string ensemble in courtly attire 
plays a concert of 18th century chamber music. The 
gentlemen wear periwigs and velvet coats, the ladies 
silken gowns and lace caps. The admission charge for this 
candlelight musicale is less than $2. 

All exhibition buildings, including the Palace, the 
Capitol, the Raleigh Tavern, the Wythe House, the Lud- 
well-Paradise House, and the recently restored Brush- 
Everard House, are decorated according to colonial 
Christmas tradition. There are wreaths and festoons of 
greens at the doorways, and special Christmas floral ar- 
rangements on mantels and tables. All these decorations 
are designed and set up by Mrs. Louise B. Fisher, creator 
of flower arrangements for Colonial Williamsburg, whose 
annual lecture on “Christmas Decorations and Customs’”’ 
is an interesting feature of the holiday program. [“His- 
tory in Bloom,” an article on Mrs. Fisher and her work, 
appeared in the April 1950 issue of HoLLANn’s.] 

At the Yule Log Ceremony you can banish this year’s 
woes forever. On Christmas Eve at five o'clock go to the 
rear yard of Chowning’s Tavern, where you will find a 
crowd formed into a great circle, each person holding a 
sprig of holly which, in ancient lore, symbolizes his woes 
Soon attendants in 18th century garb arrive, a huge, gar- 
landed log on their shoulders. They make the round of 
the circle so that everyone in turn can touch the gar- 
landed log with his sprig of holly. When the log is 
lighted, everyone tosses his sprig into the flame so that it 
may be consumed, and with it the problems and heart- 
aches of the old year. Then a glass of wine is poured onto 
the blazing log to protect against “ghosties and ghoulies 
and things that go boomp in the night.” When this is 
safely taken care of, you can partake of the Wassail bowl,

aromatic hot afloat with red 
apples. 

While the yule log ceremony is go- 
ing on, the boys and girls are having 
their own party in the courthouse 
beyond Market Square Green. In the 
lark of the early evening they form a 
procession, each one carrying an elec- 
tric candle, and march single file across 
the Green to the tall white-lighted 
Christmas tree, singing carols as they 
go. This Singing Candles Procession 
used to take place at the St. George 
Tucker House north of the Green. Here 
the first decorated Christmas tree in 
Virginia, and one of the first in Amer- 
ica, was put up by a professor of Ger- 
man at The College of William and 
Mary. Children flocked to see it and 
to hear him describe the Christmas cus- 
toms of his own country. For genera- 
tions ‘afterward, the owners of this 
house gave the children of the town a 
party around an outdoor Christmas 
tree. Now, however, two elderly ladies 
keep the family house, and the Christ- 
mas party, which has grown with the 
years, centers about a live tree on the 
Green. 

On Christmas Day itself, all exhibi- 
tion buildings are closed except the 
historic Raleigh Tavern where patriots 
mapped their role in the smouldering 
Revolution. Here, between 4 and 7 P.M., 
Colonial Williamsburg, Inc., holds a 
unique open house presided over by 
costumed hosts and hostesses. Every 
effort is made to recreate the atmos- 
phere that prevailed 200 years ago in 
the cosmopolitan capital of the oldest 
and largest of the American colonies. 

The people of Williamsburg, residents

of the countryside for miles around, and 
visitors from every state in the Union, 
rub shoulders at this hospitable affair 
In the celebrated Apollo Room where 
Thomas Jefferson danced with his fair 
Belinda, a great mahogany table is laid 
with cakes, sandwiches and confections. 
A lady in authentic colonial dress pre- 
sides over a big silver bowl of punch, 
another over an antique tea urn. 

On Christmas night the Palace is 
opened to the public for a candlelight 
tour. Handmade wax candles are 
placed in the elaborate chandeliers and 
sconces, and at eight o’clock when the 
candles are lighted, the building takes 
on a soft glitter. Men, dressed in 
formal livery and carrying antique lan- 
terns, take their places along the 
driveways to light the way from gate 
to entry, and for two hours costumed 
hostesses show guests through the 
handsome building. On this occasion 
there is no charge for the tour. 

The season winds up with a gala 
New Year’s dance at the Williamsburg 
Lodge and the great bonfire on New 
Year’s Night. In preparation for the 
bonfire, Williamsburg Jaycees spend 
New Year’s Day driving about the 
streets in trucks collecting the cast-off 
greens and Christmas trees that all 
residents have been asked to leave at 
the curb. The Jaycees pile up the dried 
trees and greens on a playing field be- 
hind William and Mary College. 

That night at 7:30, the fire is lighted 
and a huge crowd gathers to watch this 
spectacular bonfire and the old-time 
fireworks display that follows. When 
the last skyrocket has faded, another 
Christmas in Williamsburg is over

IN INDIA I asked myself this ques- 
tion when I saw thousands of home- 
less sleeping in the streets of Cal- 
cutta and Bombay.

tween the States, Midway’s location on 


| a military road once again had grim 


consequences. Union troops under Gen- 


| eral Kilpatrick used the church build- 


ing as a commissary and the adjacent 


| cemetery as a slaughter pen.) 


In July 1784 it was “agreed that a 
Coarse Meeting House be built near the 
spot where the former stood, 40 feet 
long, 30 feet wide, with posts in the 
ground and the sides filled up with 
poles.” Crude though it was, the little 
log building rang with the sermons of 
many brilliant church leaders. Dr. 
Abiel Holmes, father of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, served the organization for six 
years. Another pastor, Dr. Jedidiah 
Morse, later became known as the 
father of American geography, and his 
son, Samuel F. B. Morse, rose to fame 
with his invention of the electric tele- 
graph system. 

When the church was formally in- 
corporated in December 1789, the 
building was designated as the “Inde- 
pendent Congregational Church or 
Meeting House.” The present church 
building was finished in 1792. It under- 
went slight remodeling several times 
before 1852, but it has remained vir- 
tually unchanged since. 

The records of this historic church 
include many famous names, among 
them two signers of the Declaration of 
Independence (Button Gwinnett and 
Dr. Lyman Hall), the great-grandfather 
of Theodore Roosevelt, and the father 
and grandfather of the first Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson. And in addition to these, 
to quote the bronze memorial tablet 
placed on one corner of the building, 
“This church has given to her country 
86 ministers of the gospel and seven 
foreign missionaries.” 

Today Midway Church is a historic 
shrine in which religious services are 
held once a month by ministers sent 
out by the Savannah Presbytery. (Be- 
ginning in 1805, Midway was served 
alternately by Congregational and 
Presbyterian ministers, and it finally 
became virtually interdenominational.) 
Patriotic reunions and services are held 
at Midway frequently and are attended 
by people from all over the state.

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How to Keep a Blender Busy 


When you use a blender to prepare drinks or make purees, 


you've only begun to explore its many uses. 


By Christine Pines 


A LTHOUGH hundreds of thousands of electric blenders 
were sold last year, the blender still seems to be some- 
thing of a mystery to many homemakers. It looks effi- 
cient, but what do you do with it? Is it merely a gadget 
that makes milk shakes for the youngsters or provides a 
short cut to pureed foods? It does make wonderful milk 
drinks—but not only the routine milk, ice cream and 
chocolate syrup concoction: it enables you to make frosted 
sodas and shakes flavored with graham crackers, bananas 
or crushed pineapple as well. And while it doesn’t puree 
fruits and vegetables in the strict sense of the word (that 
is, it doesn’t strain them), it does blend them to a pureed 
consistency, which is sufficient for most cooking pur- 
poses. Thus, in a matter of seconds you have a flavorful 
thickening for soups, sauces and gravies 

But this is only the beginning of the long list of jobs 
this versatile device can perform. For smooth soup in 
record time, it gets the blue ribbon. It makes soft bread 


crumbs in a jiffy, without getting them all over the 
kitchen. Making dry bread crumbs or graham cracke1 
crumbs for a pie ordinarily calls for a grinder or a tussle 
with the rolling pin, but with a blender the job turns out 
to be no job at all. Dozens of main dishes—meat loaves 
and souffles, for example—are easier to prepare with the 
help of a blender because it simplifies the grinding, chop- 
ping and mixing processes. Then, of course, it’s a blessing 
when doctor’s orders call for a liquid or soft diet; and 
you're assured of a savings in vitamins, as well as time 
because the foods can be blended raw or after littl 

cooking 
In addition to simplifying food preparation and help- 
ing you get better results with the recipes you’re accus- 
tomed to using, the blender opens up a whole new world 
of cookery. You can take any fruit, vegetable, liquid o1

number of different ways, but roasting 
is undoubtedly the most popular. 


To roast a whole turkey, rub the 
cavity with salt, gently loosen the 
breast skin from the meat around the 
neck and cover the meat with a thin 
layer of stuffing. (This helps to keep 
the breast meat moist and, if the neck 
has been removed, it fills out the bird 
nicely.) Stuff the body cavity lightly, 
then truss the back opening with steel 
pins or toothpicks and string. Bring 
the tips of the wings under the back, 
and tie the drumsticks to the tail. 

Brush the skin with melted fat and 
sprinkle with poultry seasoning or 
herbs, if you wish. Place the bird 
breast down on a V-shaped rack in a 
shallow open pan. Or, lay it breast up 
on a cake-cooling rack placed in a 
baking pan. Dip a clean cloth in melt- 
ed fat and lay it over the bird. Bake 
at 325 degrees until tender—about 3 
to 442 hours, depending on size. 


To reast a frozen half turkey. 
thaw, then rub the body cavity with 
salt. With toothpicks, skewer the skin 
to the breast meat to keep the skin 
from shrinking. Cut a double thickness 
of heavy brown paper or aluminum 
foil in an oval about the size of the 
turkey; grease well, then place on a 
rack in a roasting pan. Mound the 
stuffing on this paper; lay the half 
turkey, skin side up, over the stuffing. 
3rush with melted fat and cover with 
a cloth moistened in melted fat. Bake 
at 325 degrees. Spoon fat from the 
pan occasionally to moisten the cloth. 


To test roast turkey for done- 
mess, move the leg by grasping the 
end of the bone. When the bird is 
done, the joint between the drumstick 
and thigh breaks or moves easily. An- 
other method is to press the meat of the 
drumstick between the fingers; it will 


be very soft when done. Don’t pierce 
the meat with a fork, as this allows 
juices to escape. After the turkey is 
done, leave it in the roasting pan for 
15 to 20 minutes so that it will absorb 
the juices. Remove the skewers and 
cord before serving. 


Te fry turkey, cut up a young 2- 
to 4-pound bird in the same manner in 
which you prepare chicken for frying. 
Coat the pieces evenly with flour sea- 
soned with salt, pepper, paprika and 
poultry seasoning. Heat % inch of 
cooking fat in a heavy skillet until a 
drop of water just sizzles when put 
into the fat. Brown pieces lightly on all 
sides, turning as necessary with kitchen 
tongs; do not pierce with a fork. Re- 
duce the heat under the skillet, cover 
tightly and cook until tender. Allow 
30 minutes for a 2-pound ready-to- 
cook turkey, and about 50 minutes for 
a 4-pound bird. To crisp the liver and 
precooked heart, gizzard and neck, 
flour and brown them with the rest of 
the turkey during the last few minutes 
of cooking. 


To broil turkey, split a 2- to 4- 
pound bird and break the drumstick, 
hip and wing joints to keep the bird flat 
during broiling. Skewering the leg to 
the body and folding the wing tip back 
under the wing also help to keep the 
halves flat. Sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and paprika and place, skin side down, 
in a broiler pan (not on a rack). Brush 
with melted fat. Place the bird in the 
broiler about 5 to 7 inches from the 
source of heat. During cooking, turn 
the halves occasionally and brush them 
with fat and a little lemon juice. A 2%- 
pound ready-to-cook turkey will re- 
quire about an hour to become evenly 
browned and well done. 


To barbecue turkey. prepare and 
brown the pieces as for fried turkey.

Pans of water placed over radiators 
and hot air small tanks o1 
other containers placed behind radi- 
will add considerably to the 
moisture in the room. If you will place 
a thin layer of gravel in a_ shallow 
pan, cover it with water, and set the 
potted plant on the gravel, the evap- 
oration will help to keep the necessary 
moisture in the air around the plant 
Spraying the plants at frequent in- 
tervals will give them temporary relief 
from the effects of an over-dry room. 
This is little trouble if you keep a 
small hand sprayer filled with water 
in a convenient place. Layers of peat 
vermiculite, a half inch or 
more deep, placed on top of the soil 
in the plant container, will also help 
to keep moisture in the air around 
the plant. 

Watering is important in the culture 
of all house plants, and particularly 
foliage plants. How much water to use 
depends on the individual plant. Large- 
leaved plants like the giant-leaved 
philodendrons lose much more water 
through transpiration (loss of moisture 
through the leaves) than do the small- 
leaved ones: a 4-inch container dries 
out much more quickly than a 10-inch 
pot; a container filled with stiff soil 
holds water longer than one filled with 
very loose soil. Ana, of course, the

How- 
ever, a few plants—Saintpaulias and 
cyclamen in particular—so strongly re- 
sent cold water on their leaves that it 
is better to water them from the bot- 
tom, just to be on the safe side. Set 
the pot in a pan containing an inch 
or two of water and let it remain 
there until the soil is moist on the top 

The dust which sometimes settles on 
broad-leaved plants interferes with 
their breathing and detracts from their 
appearance. In most cases, cleaning 
with a damp cloth or washing under 
the shower is all that is necessary to 
remedy this. A bit of soap flakes (say, 
a teaspoonful to a quart of water) 
added to the washing water will leave 
a shiny surface and make the plants 
easier to clean. Some indoor gardeners 
use various kinds of oil, or even milk, 
to clean the foliage and give it a higher 
gloss. Almost any mineral or vegetable 
oil will produce an attractive gloss, 
but it is best to use such things cauti- 
ously, especially on tender plants, and 
to keep the plants out of direct sun- 
light for a week or so thereafter. 

A new product now on the market 
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gives exceptionally good gloss to plant 
foliage and will last indefinitely. One 
form of it contains the new chlorophyll 
ingredient. If you want to give your 
foliage plants a high gloss without the 
risk of experimenting on your 
this preparation will fill the bill. 

Light is another important factor in 
growing house plants, but fortunately 
a great many of the foliage plants are 
satisfied with a minimum of direct sun- 
light.

There 
is also time to plant Dutch irises, and 
you are missing something if you are 
not growing them.

FOR THE UPPER SOUTH 


Now’s a good time to treat stumps and 
cut-over brush to keep them from 
sending up sprouts next spring. Sev- 
eral of the chemical brush killers com- 
monly mixed with water and sprayed 
on green summer growth are also ef- 
fective against dormant wood when 
diluted with kerosene. Note the pack- 
age directions for mixing. Usually it is 
sufficient to brush or spray the oily 
solution over stumps or stubs vou wish 


to kill 


WHEN you plant dwarf fruit trees, set 
them no deeper than they were growing 
originally in the nursery. The special 
root stock on which they’re grafted is 
what imparts the dwarf character. Set 
too deep, they'll send out roots from 
their own and revert to normal 
size

For the fullest crop of red spider-lily 
(Lyceris radiata) blooms next Septem- 
ber, give some winter protection to the 
foliage clumps now growing from your 
bulbs. A light, loose mulch of straw, 
excelsior, twiggy bush or evergreen 
clippings helps temper the cold with- 
out cutting off light and air which the 
daffodil-like leaves must have. 


Now that cut Christmas trees bring 
such a fancy price, it costs only a little 
more to buy a live evergreen you can 
enjoy indefinitely. Use it indoors dur- 
ing the holiday season and then plant 
it out where it’s needed in the lawn or 
garden. Pines, spruces, hemlocks, yews, 
junipers—and berried hollies, of course 
—are all good choices. Use a tissue- 
wrapped bushel basket or large bucket 
for the base: set the burlapped root ball 














inside it and fill in around the ball 
with moist sawdust or peat moss. Dec- 
orate the tree as usual, but don’t keep 
it indoors more than three days- 
warm, dry air injures the foliage 


FOR THE SOUTHWEST 


BdECEMBER is the time to move and plant 
trees in the Southwest. Plan to in- 
clude at least one pecan in your plant- 
ing if the size of your property will 
permit. Pecans make handsome trees 
and of course the nuts are a valuable 
food crop. Oaks make good shade trees 
for the Southwest, but many of them 
are slow Black walnuts do 
well in this area but make a larger tree 
than is suitable for the average city lot 
Some small-growing trees for city lots 
in the Southwest include redbuds, mi- 
mosa, flowering peach, honey locust. 
soft maple and the various fruit trees 


growers. 


Many species of trees that do not 
transplant well are quite easy to grow 
from seed. Try some and you'll prob- 
ably be surprised how quickly the 
seedlings grow into sizable specimens. 
Seeds should be planted this month. 


Q@sERANIUMS will not bloom in the win- 
ter unless they have a place in direct 
sun and a temperature of 70 to 75 de- 
grees. Water them sparingly. 


Miutcu your flower beds against the 
coming cold. If the foliage of the out- 
door amaryllises is not already dead. 
cut it off and apply a 4- or 5-inch

AFTER you buy your Christmas tree. 
remove an inch or two from the base 
of the trunk and stand the tree in a 
bucket of sand moistened with a solu- 
tion of sugar and water—a cup of suga) 
to a gallon of water.

G@Gpioxinias are beautiful tropical 
plants that you can grow right on your 
own window sill. They can be started 
from seeds, leaf cuttings, or tubers, but 
if you’ve never grown them before, 
you will probably be wise to start out 
by buying mature tubers 
liable seedsman. 

Like all plants, gloxinias have 
mal flowering season, which is 
warm weather, but they can: be 
into bloom in a sunny window 
any time of the year 

My favorite potting soil for gloxinias 
is a gritty mixture of sifted sand, peat 
moss (coarse grade) and good garden 
loam. If you have a soil that grows 
good African violets, then it is fairly 
safe to say that it will grow gloxinias, 
too, for they in the same family, 
Gesneriaceae (gloxinia leaves show a 
close resemblance to those of the Afri- 
can violet, or Saintpaulia). 

Tubers under 2 inches in diameter 
should be put in 4- or 5-inch pots. Of

Be sure to use plenty 
of drainage material in the pots, and 
place the tubers so that at least one- 
fourth of them is above the 

One side of the tuber 
rougher than the other; this rough side 
is the top. But if you are in doubt 
about which side is the top, plant the 
tuber in a mixture of peat moss and 
vermiculite; as soon as it starts to root 
you will be able to tell which side is 
the top. Then plant the tuber 
you would ordinarily. 

After planting, set the pot in a dark, 
warm place until sprouts appear. Don’t 
over-water the plants while they are 
getting started. Give them just enough 
water to keep the soil moist. When the 
little leaves (the so-called “mouse- 
ears”) make their appearance, move 
the pot to good sunlight and begin to 
water more generously. 

When gloxinias have finished their 
first blooming period, don’t put the 
plant to rest; if you continue to provide 
water and feed regularly, you will be 
rewarded by a second crop of flowers. 
They won’t be so large and profuse as 
the first bunch, but they will be well

worth the extra attention necessary to 
produce them 

Gloxinias won't bloom a third time 
on the same plant growth, so after the 
second period of bloom, cut off the 
plant just above the soil line. This is 
the time to repot in fresh soil so your 
plant will be all ready for the next 
season’s growth. When tubers are put 
to rest, some of them will rest two 
months or more. Others will begin to 
send up a new plant from the tuber 
before the old plant dies down. Be 
sure you watch your tubers while they 
are in storage and don’t ever let them 
completely dry out. 

There are only two disease or pests 
that inflict serious damage on gloxinias 
One is a bug, and the other the result 
of growing conditions or a combination 
of bugs and growing conditions. These 
two things are thrips (the bug) and 
bud blast 

If yvour gloxinias get thrips, you will 
notice a rusty appearance of the leaves 
and stems. The flowers will be dis- 
colored and deformed, if they develop 
at all. Often the buds are just little 
hard balls that never amount to any- 
thing. A good DDT spray will rid your 
plants of thrips, but as in most things, 
prevention is bette: 
careful not to bring gladiolus infested 
with thrips near your gloxinias. 

Bud blast is caused by a number of 
things. As was mentioned heretofore, 
it is sometimes caused by thrips, but 
usually it is caused either by over- 
watering after the buds are formed, o1 
by overly dry air. Never allow the soil 
to become waterlogged and make sure 
that the pots drain readily. I water my 
gloxinias from the top, being careful 
not to get water on the leaves. I wate 
then don’t water 
them again until the soil appears to be 
dry. To maintain the proper amount of 
humidity in the air, I use the pot-in- 
pot method. Place the pot containing 
the plant in a second pot about an inch 
Jetween the two pots, place

ness of the air in the room. If you 
find this does not work with your 
plants, try setting the pot on moist 
sand or pebbles. 

After the buds begin to form, feed 
your plant a weak liquid plant food at 
two-week intervals. This will not be 
necessary if your plant is in a large 
pot and has a rich soil mixture, but if 
you want to grow plants in small pots, 
you must fertilize them well, or you 
can’t expect good bloom. Any of the 
good commercial plant foods are satis- 
factory. 

There are numerous named varieties 
of gloxinias (most of the imported 
tubers come from Belgium), but the 
plants that are the real eye-openers 
are the Buell Hybrids. Originated a 
few years ago by the gloxinia specialist, 
Albert H. Buell, they have created a 
sensation where ever one has been 
shown. There are than fifty 
colors and combinations available in 
these hybrids. Among the hybrids not 
quite so well known are the Smith Hy- 
brids, outstanding _ slipper-flowered 
plants, and the Merkle Hybrids, dis- 
tinguished by their speckles and dots. 

Some of the species gloxinias art 
very lovely. especially the slipper- 
flowered They have beautiful 
foliage and are usually less subject to 
bud blast than other types. One of the 
most popular of them is the Brazilian 
gloxinia, or Sinningia speciosa variety 
Brazilian. The deep purple flowers are 
well displayed above the beautiful 
foliage. Very few plants possess such 
handsome foliage as does this gloxinia. 

A well-established gloxinia’ will 
flower over a period of from two to 
four months. The slipper types have 
been known to bloom as long as five 
or six months with dozens of blooms 
all of the time. 

Gloxinias in any form are exciting to 
grow. There are rich solid colors, bi- 
colors, speckled flowers, flowers with 
ruffled edges and flowers with smooth 
edges. Just name the color and type 
you want and the gloxinia has it. When 
you start growing gloxinias you are 
launching on a really delightful ad- 
venture in indoor gardening
